WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 


THE folowing is a well authenticated account of a cir- 
cumilance which occurred at Montreal in America. 

Lieut. Jofeph Shaw, who with feveral friends was hunt- 
ing, polled hmiclt on the top of a very high mountain, for 
he purpofe ol way laying a fox. which he expeéted, as the 
‘ounds were then in the woods, and at no great diflance. 
He had uot waited long before the tox came in view, on a 
crag of the rock, lome difiance below him; he fired and 
ne fox droppea from the rock oa which he flood, and feli 
tneétly out of fight down the mouvtain. The faow was ex- 
ceeding bard and (moot, occafioved by a coaliderable rain 
winch bad fallen a few days before, and afterwards froze 
very hard. A confiderable quantity of water had made its 
way from under the faow, afew feet from the verge of the 
precipice, and where frozen toa {mooth folid ice, which ad- 
ded to the hideoufvels of tne place; a light foow which 
was thea falling. made i impofiitle co diftinguith betweea 
the merutted {now and the ice ; Thus circumftanced, Mr, 
Shaw ventured to the extremity of the ledge, to tee what 
was become of his fox; when be had got within afew 
yards of the fuinmit of the rock, he flepped upon the ice, 
and his feet fipping up, he fell infamaacoully down the 
precipice, 

A line drawn from the plece where he flipped off the 
rock, to where he fictt flruck, which was on another rock, 
mesfures fifty two fect and anhalf; he theo fell fif y feven 
feet and an hali further before be firack again, and from 
thence he flid twenty five fret end feven inches to the 
verge of another I-dge, or benching of the mountain, where 
provideatially he flopped, by catching hold of a fmall pine 
buth, not Jarger than a man’s finger When he flopped, 
he lay with tis head fo far over the rock that be could 
look down the ledge, where if he had fallen again, he mut 
have defeended feventy or eighty feet further, and proba- 

ly have been dahhed in pieces As foon as he was able 
to cali for help, two young men who were huntiag, and 
were at the foot of ‘he mountain, though they exened 
themfelves to the utmofh of their power for his affistance, 
could not by any means get within feveral hundred feet of 
him, | After fome time had elapfed, his brother, Mr James 
Shaw, hearing him gail for heip, though at a ‘diftance of 
near a mile, came to his affilance ; efter two hours’ incred 
ible toil, he at length got within five and cwenty o thirty 
feet of him, and found it impofible to proceed any higher. 

Mr Shaw finding no way to be aflifled, found it neceffa. 
ry to extricate himlelt from his deplorable fituation; he 


therefore, not without great danger, found meansio gee” 


into his hand a dry {mall tick, the end of which be fharp- 
eved with his knife, and then by coving holes imo the 


‘fnow and ice, drew himfelf on his belly to his brother. 


Though the two brothers were now together, they found 
it very d‘ficult to get off the mountain, which however 
they effrGca inabout four hours; and notwil (landing Mr 
Shaw had fallen fo far, and was mach bruifed, yet he 
walked home to his own hovfe, and very foon perfeétly 
recovered,
